We write these words now, many miles distant 
from the spot at which, year after year, we met 
on that day, a merry and Joyous circle.

yesterday! Happy, happy Christmas, that can 
win us back the delusions of our childish days; 
that can recall to the old man the pleasures of his 
youth and can transport the sailor and the trav¬ 
eler, thousands of miles away, back to his own 
fireside and his quiet home! 

No. we did not write the above words. We 
merely copied them. They were written by the 
hand of a master whose eyes lost their lustre 
many years ago. If everybody does not know who 
wrote them, everybody should be possessed of that 
knowledge, for the name~lsa household word In 
our own Empire and Is honored throughout the 
world. But we are going to make a confession. 
We discovered the rhapsody on Christmas by 
accident and In an unexpected place. 

We had heard a great deal of enthusiasm ex¬ 
pressed about a new book, extolled as one of the 
, greatest literary treasures of modern times. We 
had been told that we should read this new work 
of genius. So we got the thing and began to read 
it. The book was what the critics of old authors 
describe as a three-decker. We scaled and sur¬ 
veyed the first deck, but did not venture down 
below. We had had enough o( this alleged mar- 
" velous tale of love, adventure and Intrigue. We 
thrust the vast structure aside and selected one 
of the old books on our household shelves. The 


Immortality and affluence. We may pity him In 
the experience of his childhood, but It may be 
that early trials and tribulations taught him les¬ 
sons of self-reliance and softened his heart, and 
engendered the sympathies he ever after enter¬ 
tained for the unfortunate, the downtrodden ahd 
the oppressed. He was the recreator of Christ¬ 
mas, In his early days merely a formal church 
festival. He brought the true spirit of It Into the 
hearts and homM of the people of England first, 
and from thence It has spread over all the world. 


PEACE AND WAR 


On the eve of Christmas a spirit of peace on 
earth and goodwill towards men seems to pervade 
all Christendom. Leaders of the nations of Cen¬ 
tral Europe are talking In terms of peace and 
deprecating all Ideas of war. There are but two 
exceptions to this general rule. The rulers of 
Russia, Intent upon maintaining peace within the 
borders of their own country, are not exchanging 
fraternal greetings with the rulers of foreign 
nations; but Russia Is no longer officially within 
the realm of Christendom; she has reverted to 
paganism or something approximating thereto. 
Japan has a religious or theological system of her 
own, and appears to be distrustful of that part 
of Christendom called the United States of 
America. 

But this Is not the season of the year to sit In 
Judgment upon the policies or the principles of 
any nation or people. If the principles of liberty 
are to prevail, the nations must be accorded the 
right to conduct their own affairs In their own 
way. The Japanese, or the Nipponese, If they 
prefer the latter term, proclaim their pacific In¬ 
tentions, and declare that their policies are not 
aggressive, but strictly progressive and defensive. 

The state of affairs In Russia Is not so reas¬ 
suring. The rulers of Russia declare that extern¬ 
ally their measures are altogether peaceful. They 
admit that they are taking extraordinary meas- 
uses for the purpose of maintaining peace within 
the borders of their country. They say a con¬ 
spiracy has been revealed designed to upset the 
existing- form of government and establish an¬ 
other form of government. 


The weakness of the Soviet system of govern 
ment is that It was established by violence and «» fellow-comrades who have fallen 
cannot be changed except by violence. It was for 
the purpose of turning the existing government 
out that Klroff was killed. It Is for the purpose 
of maintaining the existing form of government 
that the assassins of Klroft must be killed. 

A life for a life Is not enough to fulfill the 
purposes of Soviet rule or law. It was NleolaielT 
who was directly responsible for the violent death 
of Klroff; but the assassin was merely alp Instru¬ 
ment of a group of killers. Zinovleff and Kame- 
neff are under arrest, charged with conspiring 
with Nlcolaleff against the regime of Stalin. They

It Is 
even said Trotsky, the founder of Sovietism, Is on 
the Stalin Index, and that France has been asked 
to expel the fugitive from French territory so that 
the vigilant Russian police can get him. 

There are no herald angels singing their songs j» 
of peace and goodwill over Russia this Christmas ’ll 
morning. We cannot say God bless Russia, but we !J 
may exclaim God Save Russia!

harmony with that season was the Pickwick 
Papers. On the nineteenth page of the second 
volume ol the well-thumbed old book we found 
the words quoted above. 

The discovery was unexpected. We had cher¬ 
ished a belief that we had read every word 
Dickens had written, yet had no active recollec¬ 
tion of havlns read probably the first tribute peld 
by the great author to the spirit of Christmas. 

We had picked up the volume of Pickwick 
tor the purpoee of paying another visit to 
Dingley Dell in company with the founder 
and director of the celebrated club, Mr. 

Winkle, Mr. 8nodgrass, Mr. Tupman and Sam 
Weller, and meeting Mr. Wardle and Joe. the 
Fat Boy. We hoped to enjoy a season of f esti vi t y , 

Jollity and mirth In the company of the Immor¬ 
tals. We had read all the Christmas books, but 
we either did not know or had forgotten the pas- 
eage written while the author In Imagination was 
on the way to Dingley Dell to attend a wedding 
and Join In the spontaneous merriment of the 
occasion We read the description orthat wed¬ 
ding least again, and In Imagination Joined In 
the dance led by Mr. Pickwick, whose grey gaiters 
flashed forward and back, round the circle and 
down the middle and hands all round, until all the 
other dancers were literally danced out of breath 
and off their feet. And In the midst of the hil¬ 
arity the Fat Boy, who for once had not gone to 
sleep again, had slipped Into an obscure comer, 
and In company with a savory mince pie was hav¬ 
ing the time of his life with mind and stomach 
both satisfied. 

“His own fireside and quiet home!" Dickens 
could have known little about them, although he 
wrote so graphically about them That may hawe 
been why he wrote so sentimentally about # ';ej>. 

The comforts of home for him were but brief. His 
father was a many of some gifts, but he was not a 
good provider. He was thriftless, and his family 
waa constantly moving from one house into an¬ 
other In a descending social scale. During a por¬ 
tion of the sensitive boy s childhood the family 
residence was The Marshals**, a debtors’ prison. 

In order to maintain hla natural pride and 
achieve “the glorious privilege of being Independ¬ 
ent" he got employment In a eordid establishment 

for the manufacture of shoe blacking. Hit job | fall. *2. for twenty-four hour* ending 140 pm 
waa to place lids and labels on the blacking boxes. 

But natuxxr genius triumphed over all ob-, 
staclee and difficulties. With but the rudiments 
of an education, Dickens, while still in hla 'teens, 
got a Job aa a messenger boy In the office of a 
firm of solicitors.

- Some 
V v years ago aviation enthusiasts 
dreamed glorious dreams about the 
future of the airplane. They pre¬ 
dicted amaslng speeds: they fore¬ 
saw giant air liners for ocean.pas¬ 
senger service, and they looked for¬ 
ward to the day when planes would 
be quite as common as automobiles, 
and as useful. 

Practical men thought such pre¬ 
dictions a bit wild. Only the rabidly 
imaginative could visualise such de¬ 
velopments And some of them kept 
their fingers crossed. 

But aerotisutlcal progress to date 
shows that these wild dreamers 
were not so far wrong. Airplanes 
have bee n stepped op to an amas¬ 
lng rate of speed. Likewise, giant 
air transport liners are In existence, 
with larger and more powerful ships 
constantly under construction. 

COMMON USAGE 

Only a common usgge of planes, 
as common as automobiles, yet re¬ 
mains to fulfill these glorious 
breams.

a motor car."

Following a demonstration of the 
craft in Washington. Eugene L. 
Vidal, director of aeronautics in the 
Department of Commerce, lauded 
its performance.
